FARM LABOR SHORTAGE. 
Arthur Evans: of Tue Trisune staff, a very 
accurate investigator, has been traveling through 
the ‘great agricultural west, studying conditions. 
He tells Tripune readers that he has traveled 2,000 
miles in pursuit of the farm labor shortage and 
“has not caught up with the quarry yet.” 

He explains this by saying that more reliance 
upon machinery, more capital in the possession of 
farmers, and in some measure better pay for labor 
have virtually scived the problem. | 

This has solved the problem for the farmer, let 
us hope. But there is a problem of the nation 
which remains. The farmer can get along with 
léss help. The nation can get along, economically, 
with less agricultural hand Jabor. But there will 
be fewer men on the farms and more men in the 
cities, unless the nation is wise enough to evolve 
and maintain a policy which shall result in an in- 

crease of agriculturists. 

The nation needs for its stability a balance 
between country city than will exist if fewer 
men farm, We-wish for the sake of the true pros- 
perity. and sane progress of America as large a 
population of, prosperous land owners and land 
workers as possible. By better credit and better 
machinery a man may do without so much help. 
That is good. But perhaps by intensive methods 
on smaller holdings we may enlarge our farming 
population, a_sdcial and political need, not only 
without reducing the prosperity of the individual 
farmer, but actually increasing production, and 
therefore the basic wealth of the nation. 

This is one of America’s chief problems. The 
best thought should be given to it till it ts solved. 


THE FULL DINNER PAIL. 

The action of..the.Republiean..publicity associa-

MUSKIE TACKLE. 
ROM the inquiries we are getting 
we opine that more people are 
going muskie fishing this seasen 
than since the world began doing 
business. .Many of these good folks 
are inexperienced in taking muskel- 
lunge and in every instance they want 
to know “the best muskie bait.” There 
is no “ best” bait, because muskies are 
much: like black bass, taking one thing 
one day, something el&e the next, and 
nothing at all the next. The general 
favorite with fishermen, however, is 
the old fashioned fluted spoon with a 
blade ranging anywhere from 2% to 
3% inches in length. Experts in most 
cases prefer those with blades between 
2% to 211-16 inches. These spoons 
are used with the standard feathered 
treble hook or with a single hook 
* 

Whatever lure is used a leader or 
trace is. advisable, as the muskie’s 
,teeth are sharp. One of ‘the Rest 
traces is made with a solid steel 
center wound with fine wire and silver 
plated. It has a barrel swivel to tie to 
the line and a patent snap on the 
other end to permit quick changing of 


For trolling a linen line is better 
than the silk. The fifteen thread Cut- 
tyhunk, testing two pounds to the 
thread, does nicely, but for casting a 


satisfactory. Let it be of a weight that 
will test from eighteen to twenty-two 
‘pounds and the angler should be sure 
‘to clip off.the last eighteen inches or 
‘so from. time to he is casting. 


A great variety of rods are used in 
muskie fishing. Light sea rods are pop- 
ular among trollers, but for casting 
our leading experts use heavy bass 
rods or those weighing 5% or 6 ounces 
in the 5 or 5% foot lengths. :
